Yooterday a Mr, Ira Dowd exhibited a sam 
| ple of gold, found on lot No. 1, in the 18 con 
| coasion of Huntingdon, xnd about two and 
a half miles from Peterson's mills. He says 
the discovery was first made on the morning 


of the 24th, by himself and partners, in the 

| crevicos of the quartz rock, about ten feet 
| from the surface. He intends making appli 
| cation to the gold inspector for a free license: 
The owners seem Very hopeful, and judging 
from the sample of gold shown, they have 
prood reac

yoyed to Mr. Charles Gream, Coroner here 
| ‘Phe body was found lying across # log near

the party te lio Coroner's Jury who 
set on the cane terday, adjourned wotil to- 
day, in order to get further evidence in refer 
ence to the identification of the body, From 
what hus been already elicited, the general 
impression is that itis the body of a man by 
| the name of Gr who has been missing for 
the last three weeks, and who his relatives 
say wae crazy, and had threatened to put ans 
end to his Jife 

Dr, Jones who made post mortem yxami 
nation states that he thinks the same man 
applied to fim three or four weeks ago for 

shuine to kill rats, having uo strychnine 

yave him arsenic. Krom the appearance 
of the body he was nbout 50 years of age, 
he wore « plaid vest and pants, with a light 
summer coat, nothing of any kind waa foundin 
his pockets that would lead to his identifica. 
tion. Ifa case of suicide—it has been a very 
deliberate one—as shown by the mannerin 
which the strap was fastened on his hands— 
ifa murder it is a horrible one, The investi- 
gation at the Coroners jury today will prob: 
ably throw more light on the matter. 

We have a new stage line from this village to 
Allan’s settlement, and from the number of per 
sons mining in that neighborhood, it will 10 
doubt be found agreat convenience.

Copper.—Kaladar—Barry Mine. Large Rock. 
Mechanics Company.-Man Drowned.

Some very beautiful specimeus of copper 
have been exhibited here trom Mr. Car- 
scallions tarm and Mr. Lezzards, both at 
Flinton, also from Mr. Millera’, who's place 
ison the Perry Road. It is the general 
opinion “of those who know,” that the 
the Yownship of Kaladar, (in which Flin- 
ton is situated,) North-east of this, will 
also be a great mining country. It 4s re 
ported that Mr, A. Ross, living on Lot 12, 
in the 1st concession has found gold. 

I was shewn a very fine sample of yellow 
ochre, taken from the Barry mine; gold 
was washed from it and there are large 
quantities of it there. Gold has also been 
found in a large rock at the back of the 
store belonging to the Hon. Billa Flint.— 
I was shewn a small piece which had been 
thoroughly tested in nitric acid, and a beau- 
tiiul specimen it was pronounced to be by all 
who saw it, it was found in yellow ochre, 
similar to that found in the Barry mine, 
owing to its proximity to the store and other 
buildings, being in fact, 10 the very centre 
of the village, they have only been using 
a pick, what drilling and blasting would do 
of course cannot be said, though judging 
from appearances, if the work was carried 
on into the interior of the rock instead of 
as now merely working along the surface, 
there is no doubt there would be » good 
return for the labor and outlay. 

Tt has been said that gold has been found 
by the Mechanics’ Mining Company, but it 
appears that there was some doubt about 
the sample tested haying come from there ;

The constant recurrence of wet weather 
hastold with a very prejudicial effect upon 
the labors of the miner, equally as upon 
those of the husbandman, for while the 
ground which the one cultivates is so sodden 
with moistureas to be unfit to bear his 
horzes, the other too often finds his “ bole” 
full of water, and more like a well thana gold 
mine. Let us hope, however, that the ad: 
yance of the season may produce its natural 
and accustomed effect, and that we may 
from this time forward enjoy more favorable 
weather. The great Richardson suit, to 
which so much interest attaches, and on 
which such a heavy stake depends, will like- 
ly be determined early in June; and we may 
also expect Her Majesty’s Proclamation, call 
ing into existence a united British America, 
to issue shortly; so that we may expect to 
see agricultural and horticultaral industry, 
mineral development, and the New Dominion 
all going ahead smoothly end prosperously 
together, As the promotion of the second is 
my object, I shall proceed to take up my sub- 
ject from the end of letter No, 2. 

Gold, as I have already stated, always oc- 
curs in its metallic or perfect form when 
visible to the oaked eye, aud can be easily 
recognized by those who have learned to 
know its appearance. The forms it most 
commonly takes are scales or grains, which 
when small are designated “gold dust ;” 
smaller or larger solid masses, which are call: 
ed “nuggets,” and a yery fine, almost impal 
pable powder, which some persons call “four 
gold.” The forms of the scales and nuggets 
are moatly irregular, but occasionally beauti 
fully crystallized specimens are found, which, 
being comparatively scarce, are highly val 
ued, and mostly preserved as specimens.— 
Besides these forms gold also occurs in an in- 
visible manner, that is mixed with other 
metals in the shape of an alloy, as silver, 
lead, copper, &c. In this latter case the sepa 
ration of the gold from the extraneous mat 
ter is difficult, and attended with a consider: 
able degree of loss, but the intrinsic properties 
of gold, its universal acceptance ag the medi 
um of trade and the standard of value, and 
the high price it commands in the markets of 
the world, render it possible to extract at a 
profit a much smaller portiow of it than of 
any other metal. Be it remembered that on 
fart in ten thousand is equal to 11 oz.4 dwts, 
to the ton of 2,000 lbs., worth $224. Another 
mode in which gold is frequently found is in 
combination with jron and sulphur, in the 
substances called pyrites and mispickel (ar 
senical pyrites.) 

When gold occurs in this connection, it te 
yery likely to eacape the notice and the grasp of 
the miner, a8 the sulphur, or the Iron, or the 
arsenic, or the combined effect of the three 
minerals is such as to prevent the mercury from 
absorbing gold, or aa it 1s called, from amalga- 
mating with it. In this case a digger, who is 
not aware of the circumea: , may go on from 
day to day Inboriously working out what would 
make him rich, and in bis Ignorance throwlng* 
it away, and becoming poorer instead of richer. 
Whenever the miner mects with iron pyrities in 
quantities, especially that form of it which is 
called iigpickel, hé must baye recourse to a 
different method of investigation, There 4 
two methods of aasay for these substan 
‘one js to reduce the pyrites to a fine powder, 
and digest it in boiling nitric acid until the Iron 
vnd sulpbur or arsenic are dissolved, and the 
gold left behind asa dark powe which being 
washed, dried, and rabbed between the fingers, 
shows the colour aud splendour of gold. The 
other Way Js to mix the powdered minenl with 
about a fourth of its own ¥ ht of common 
salt, aud roasuit at ared heat, in an fron ladle, 
for 15 to 30 minutes according to quantity, then 
cool it in water; add the mercury, and agitate 
until all the gold is taken up, which will gener 
ally be, in an assay of day one pound of ore, 
woohed down probably to two ounces or Ibss, 
from three to five miout The mercury 16 
then strained through a piece © 
leather or buck akin by enclosing it in the 
ofthe leather, aod twisting it tightly over a ¢ 
saucer or basin, when any gold or ellver that 
may have been amalgamated will have beoo left 
behind along with o portion of the mercury, 
This may be driven off by heatiog the amalgam 
lo aomall shoet iron spoon, in the fame ofa 
lamp or candle, when the precious metal will 
declare its p y ite c 

This will show the * digger? whether 
the substaner he ls working contains any gold 
Should be have reason to belleve that it does, he 
Will perhaps find it to bis advantage to have a 
more careful aud exact assay made

A very important gold discovery was re- 
ported in Town last night, which if true, 
shows that ether deposits as valuable as 
that of the Richardson mine, exist in the 
Hastings Gold District.

The Dominion of Canada. 


(From a Supplement to the London Gazette.) 


BY THE QUEEN, A PROCLAMATION. 
For Uniting the Provinces of Canada, Nova 
Scotia, and New Brunswick, into one 
Dominion under the name of Canada. 


Whereas by an Act of Parliament, passed ~ 
on the twenty-ninth day of March, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and sixty-seven, In the 
thirtieth year of our reign, intituled “An 
Act for the Union of Canada, Nova Scotia, 
and New Brunswick, and the government 
thereof, and for purposes connected there- 
with,” after. divers recitals it is enacted that 
“It shall be lawful for the Queen, by and 
with the advice of Her Majesty's Most Hon- 
ourable Privy Council, to declare, by procla- 
mation, that on and after a day therein ap- 
pointed, not beiag more than six months after 
the passing of this act, the provinces of Can- 
ada, Nova Ncotis, and New Brunswick, shall 
form and be one dominion under the name of 
Canada, and on after that day those three” 
provinces shall form and be one dominion 
under that name accordingly ;” andit is there - 
by farther enacted, that “such persons shall 
be first summoned to the Senate as the Queen 
by warrant, under her Majesty’s royal sign . 
manual, thinks fit to approye, and their names 
shall be inserted in the Queen’s proclamation — 
of union.” We, therefore, by aud with the 
advice of our Privy Council, have thought fit 
to issue this our royal prodlamation, and we 
do ordain, declare, and command that on and 
after the Ist day of July, 1867, the provinces 
of Canada, Nova Scotia, and New Brunswick, 
shall form and be one dominion, under the 
name of Canada. And we do further ordain 
and declare that the persons whose names 
are herein inserted and set forth are the per- 
sons of whom we have by warrant under our 
roys! sign manual thought fit to Approve a8 
the persons who shall be frst summoned to 
the Senate of Canada.

Culture of Strawberries. 

Among the largest and most enterprising 
marketers in the country, is A. M. Purdy of 
South Bend, Ind, He says: “We have 
heretofore strongly advocated the matted 
row system, but, after careful and practical 
comparisons, we are satisfied that the bill 
method is the best, one year after another. 
The fruit averages double the size—the 
crop doubles, and on most soils with less 
Jabor, In hills they form such strong bushy 
tops that the truit and blossoms are protect- 
ed from severe late spring trosts. Lust 
spring we had a late frost in May, that 
nearly ruined our plantations that grew in 
matted rows, while those grown in hills 
were butslightly damaged, and yielded a 
very fair crop. Another reason is that the 
heavy tops mat down around the crown in 
the winter, and protect it from the action 
of the frost, while those gfown in the mat- 
ted row form but small tops and are not 
thus protected. Again, if the ground 
should be weedy, they sre atteuded to 
with much less work and care than if al- 
lowed to throw out runners. The work 
can nearly ull be done with the hoe and 
cultivator, while, if in matted rows, it has 
to be done with the fingers, which is yery 
laborious indeed. 

* As soon as the hills are through bear. 
ing, rotted manure or compost is ploughed 
or spaded deep between the rows, and in 
addition to cutting off all the runners that 
are starting, the entire top of the plant is 
taken off close to the crown. That is 
deemed very essential, preventing the plant 
from remaining in a dormant state for 
weeks, and causing new roots to be thrown 
out immedistely, and making « large mass 
of stool by autumn.

I don't intend to complain of the rain this 


notwithstanding the weather has been com 
paratively backward, still such fine weather 
makes one inclined to forget it, and see only 
the signa of prosperity around him. With the 
exception of inability to get in their peed 
grain, [think the farmers do not complain 
much, The winter crops look well, and hay 
promises to be an abundant crop. 

The Police or rather a part of thom lef us 
last week for the Chaudiere, Whether our 
morals have improved #o rapidly under their 
supervision that they can afford to be spared, 
of Whether they are required more elsewhere 
‘and must be spared, we have not yet found 
out, The Police barrack are nearly complet 
ed, and will soon bo ready for occupation. 


‘There was a large and respectable meeting 
on Saturday, in the Town Hall, of parties in- 
terested in gold mining. The Reoye, A. F 
Wood called the meeting to order, and briefly 
stated the object of the meeting. W B. Sul 
livan, Eaq., Barrister, Was appointed Seer 
tary. The first resolution which condemned 
the principle of exacting license before grold 
being found, was moved by B. Walker, Esq, 
and seconded N. N. Barker, Esq. The 
mover made some suitable remarks in sapport 
of the resolution, and was followed. by several 
others. A Mr, Brizz who is mining in Tu- 
dor, and has spent 12 years in California, Col 
orado, and Montania, made a very strong ar 
gument against the license system a8 now 
carriedout. Mr. Fitzpatrick, of Kingston, also 
took part in the discussion, The resolution 
was carried unanimously. Several other re 
solutions were passed by the meeting. Messrs, 
Fralick, Holland, O’Dougherty, Walker, Dr. 
Loomis, anda number of other gentlemen, 
took partin the discussion. A Committee 
was appointed to draft a petition enbodying 
the resolutions; to be signed by the Chair- 
man and Secretary, and forwarded to the Gov- 
ernor in Council. ‘This complaint is general 
with reference to the exacting a license fee be- 
fore gold is found, gnd I think with good 
grounds. Of course, it itis said by some,how 
‘are the Police and gold Inspector to be paid 
in the interim. The Government haye sold 
a large quantity of lands at prices three times 
the value for ordinary purposes, and in very 
many instances altogether unsaleable. We 
want the Police, we must have an Inspector, 
and we have paid for the privilege in the 
purchase of these Jandsat gold prices. When 
the gold is developed, then let them tax that; 
but after having spent thousands and thou- 
sands of dollars in endeavouring to attract 
emigration to our shores—don't tax the labor 
of those who are willing to work in prospect- 
ing for gold, or from those who are, and by 
that cause of action driven to other countries, 
the very class of men we are 80 anxious to get 
here. 

The gold news for the last week has been 
quite exciting, and certainly very much more 
promising ohn Moore, lot No. 17, 5th con- 
cession, has found a very fine show of gold in 
the quartz in his mine, and practical men after 
close examination, are of the opinion that 
every bit of quartz in that locality will pay 
for crushing, and of the quartz there ie any 
quantity. 

On Saturday, a Mr, Johnson. who is work- 
ing on the rear part of the Mclnroy lot 16, 
in the 6th concession, struck gold in paying 
quantities. Gold had been found in this place 
repeatedly by the miners in the crevices of the 
rocks, but in small quantities ; but on Sat 
urday after a blast had thrown outa large 
quantity of quartz gold was found in a large 
number of pieces of the stone thrown up. A 
gentleman who was present showed mea 
piece of the quartz in which was imbedded a 
tine piece of gold, which, he said was one of 
the poorest samples, as the owner of the mine 
had a number much richer. As a matter of 
course, Johnson is in great spirits, and is 
bound to pash the mining. 

Another fine sample of gold has been exhi- 
bited from lot 1, in the 18th concession of 
Huntingdon, by the sames ue of whom J} 
wrote in my last. Mr. J. B: Lundy, who is 
mining on the same lot, has had some of the 
quartz tested in his mine and gold was found. 

Work has commenced on lot 16, in the 1th 
concession of Madoc, where Mr. Morrice found 
the sample he exhibited to the gold Inspector, 
and on which he got his free license. Gold 
was found by Mr, I, Ross, {n the crevice of the 
rock short time after the work commenced. 
I think this lot can be put down as one of the 
most promising. The people in Queensboro! 
are delighted at this, as it is buta short dis- 
tance from that village, J intend visiting this 
part of the country soon, and shall be able to

FROM MARMORA. 


From gur own Correspondent, 


Marmora, Juoe 6, 1867. 


For a few days, the weather has become flue 
and warm, 60 that there is now some hops 
that farmers will be able to complete their 
sowing and planting, or some considerable 
part of it, at iasaea Sone the season is too 
late for work ef this description, 


Mining has also again made a start, now 
that the men can labour without the diggings 
becoming full of water immediately, both 
from above and from below. There are from 
twenty to thirty shafts, or more properly 
“excavations,” In various parts of the Town- 
ship, ail with more or less flattering or en 
couraging “{ndications,” either with regard 
to gold or some other metal supposed to be 
valuable. Besides these organized or system 
atic attempts to bring to light the precious 
metals, are many attempts ‘o find gold upon 
the surface, or where the ledge of quartz 
crops up aboye the ground; and when the 
streams become low, or dry up during the 
summer months, there will be correspondiny 
attempts to find “aurlferous deposits” in the 
beds of rivera and creeks, and below rapids 
and waterfalls, &c. With regard to the suc- 
ces attending these yarious attempts, up to 
this date, it does notappear that gold has been 
found in paying quantities (as ) and that 
the most encouraging signs are in those places 
nearest the Madoc line, 

It tu now certain that these northern por- 
tions of the American continent are rich in 
metals and minerals, scattered over a large 
extent of territory, and that very probably 
the mineral wealth of Mexico, of Pera, and 
Brasil, may be found existing In British 
‘Avserica, ‘This will constitute a new era, aod 
in course of time will be a stimulant to every 
other branch of industry. Without metals 
and minerals this cannot become a very great 
or wealthy country 


We have no coal, at least Geologists tell us 

This will prevent our becoming a great 
manufacturing community, Timber limits 
are retreating further and further to the 
west and north, Grain and potash cannot al 
ways be exported, as our own population in. 
creases, and the land becomes worn out or ex 
hausted.

How great or extensive these resources 
are, cannot now be estimated, but in all pro- | 
bability they are ilimitable for all practical 
purposes.

In a former communication, I gave a few 
short and simple directions for distinguish: | 
ing gold from other minerals whic! m 
ble it in outward appearance. ‘Those 
direstions are Correct, and their action 
infallible; but it has oceurred to me, since 
I wrote them, that cases may occurin which 
they cannot be applied, and that it is there 

fore desirable thatT should indicate some 
other means of distinction which may be 
resorted to when the former are inapplica 

ble, For instunce a miner may tind a plece 
of quartz, or other rock, thickly studded 
with sinall particles of a glittering yellow 
substance, which be fondly hopes to be the 
“real stuffy” bout whioh are too minute to 
toot in the manner prescribed in my first 
otter; or he may get a larger piece firm! 

imbedded in the stone, and may not wish 
to spoil the specimen by such rough treat. 
ment, In such case let him pour a small 
quantity of clean quicksilver into the hol- 
low of hia hand, and in it bathe or rub th 
subject of his experiment, If it is gold, 
will instantly assume the colour and ap 
pearance of silver, from whie 


upon ita drop of nitric acid, which will 
diasolve the mercury, and leave the gold 
untouched 
few seconds by washing in water, the iden 

tity of the gold established, and the speci- 
men unharmed, 

With respect to the value of the gold- 
bearing region which lies to the north of 
us, Lam of opinion that between the Lake 
of the Thongand Islands and the Georgian 
Bay of Lake Huron, there stretches o 
“mineral Belt,’ or in other words a tract 
of the Laurentian and Lower Silurian for- 
mation, including whiat Sir William Logan 
has designated as the Huronian system,over 
a great part of which gold will be found in 
remunerative quantities, and which is also 
rich in other metals and minerals, such as 
iron, copper, lead, antimony, bismuth, sil- 
ver, whetstones, lithographic stone, phos 
phate of lime, yellow ochres afd other col- 
ouring matters, &c. Bat the developement 
of this region will require the aid of capi- 
tal and scieace united with the systematic 
and regulated application of labour: for 
the face of the, country seems to haye suf- 
fered too severe a process of denudation, 
during the geological periods which have 
succeeded the epoch of its formation, to 
offer any very certain reward to the des- 
ultory efforts of those who rely solely upon 
their own exertions, with the aid of the 
piek, the shovel, and the washing pan, A 
few deposits of sand and gravel,and the 
beds of s tew creeks and rivers, may indeed 
psoye to be rich in alluvial gold, but accord- 
ing to appearances they cannot be of great 
extent, and must soon become exhausted. 


Even those teo, who go to work ina 
more systematic manner, must be informed 
that it will not do to follow the old fashion 
of erushing the quartz, and smalgamat- 
ing with simple mercury and‘cold water, 
but that in order to secure the best results, 
they must call in the aid of science, and 
obey the lessons of experience, which will 
teach ther to adopt the method of extrac 
tion invented by Mr. Wyckoff, or that now 
in use among the Practipal miners of Colora- 
do, both of which are founded on correct 
chemical principles, and operate in practice 
with the happiest results. 

Wyckoff’s process consists in crushing 
and roasting the “quartz” witha portion of 
common salt, and then placing it in a strony 
cylindrical yessel of cast iron which is made 
to oscillate sixty times in a minute, and in 
which it ia subjected to the action of mer- 
cury, and of a-strong brine of common salt 
at a boiling heat. The heat is maintained 
by a jet of steam, which is made to pervade 
the ojase und keep it in a state of constant 
agitation, driying the mercury through it 
in the shupe of spray, so that every particle 
of gold, however minute, 1s brought in con 
tact with it, and subjected to its influence. 
This method lus proyed highly beneficial, 
Mr. Wyckoff having extracted gold to the 
yaluo of $180 per ton, from quartz which 
only gave $10 by the old process; and hay 
ing taken from $50 to $120 in yalue from 
the “tailings” of the machines of tbe old 
plan. He states that by this process one 
man and a boy can manipulate a ton of 
crushed quartz every hour. 

Tio Colorado proceas is somewhat differ 
ont,requiring more time and leas machinery 
According 10 this method, the quarta, after 
being crushed, is mixed with about a tenth 
ofits own weight of common salt, and « 
quantity of clay equal to the whole; itis 
then tempered with water into a proper 
consistency, and. moulded into bricks, which 
are piled and burnt in the usual manner, — 
After cooling, the bricks are broken into 
pieces, ancl put into u strong barrel, which 
coptains a sufficient quantity of mercury 
and water, and a few cannon balls, This is 
made to revolve qotil the balls haye reduc 
ed the bricks to powder, and the quicksilver 
has taken up all the contained gold, The 
amalgam which results in ejther process is 
then treated in the usual manner, by strain- 
ing the surplus mercury through leather, or 
closely wrought canvas, and dissipating the 
remainder by heat. 

Both thease methods are founded on the 
principle of liberating the gold by the ac 
tion of the chlorine from the grasp of the 
sulphur and arsenic, which are got rid of in 
Wyckoff’s process, by the action of the 
steam, and inthe Colorado method, by their 
baorption by the alumina of the clay, 

In my future communications, [ shall 
treat of the other metala and minerals, 
which have come under my notice ss exist 
ing in the rear townships,

The campaign of 1818 opened most aus- 
piciously for the British. On the 22nd of 


chester on the river Raisin, within twenty- 

sux miles of Detroit, and captured himselt 

and bis whole command, Asthis was the 

advance of the army Gen. Harrison was 

collecting for the recovery of the Michigan 

territory, that object was frustrated for the 
present, On the 22nd of February, Ogdens- 
burgh was captured by Lieut.-Ool, McDon- 
nel, after a sharp contest, in which the 
Militia, especially the Glengarry regiment, 
distinguished themselves. Meantime, Gen. 
Dearborn had shifted his base of operations 
from Albany to Sackett’s Harbor, and with 
a large fleet and army appeared off York 
on the 27th of April, This town, now 
Toronto, totally defenceleas when assailed 
by land and water, was abandoned by Gen. 
Sheaffe after a short and spirited contest, 
in which the Speaker of the House of 
Assembly fell defending the country of 
whose senate he was chief. Much blame 
has been attached to General Sheaffe for a 
disaster he could neither prevent or avert. 
It was evident that be performed his duty 
as a good soldier, and in preserving the 
remnants of his command, acted as @ pro- 
dent general. 


The enemy held possession of York till 
the 2nd of May, doing much wanton mis- 
chief, especially destroying the public build- 
ings, and many private dwellings, 

Under conyoy of their fleet, the whole 
army were transported to Niagare, while a 
squadron was detached to cruise off King- 
ston. General Vincent, who bad succeeded 
to the command of the British troops, seen 
that an attack on Fort George was inevita- 
ble, prepared to meet it with euergy; but 
the oyerwhelming forces opposed to him 
rendered 4 successful defence impossible, 
and after! destroying the fort and public 
stores, he retreated to Queenstown with con- 
siderable loss, Having collected the whole 
of the force from Chippewa and Fort Erie, 
he retreated to Burlington eights, near the 
head of Lake Ontario. Thus the Niagara 
frontier was abandoned to the enemy as the 
fruits of a series of blunders unequalled in 
the history of modern warfare. To counter- 
balance these series of disasters, Sir James 
L. Yeo and Captain Barclay made a dash 
for Sackett’s Harbor, and in the very mo- 
ment of yictory were ordered to abandon 
their conquest and re-embark the troops by 
Sir George Prevost, who accompanied them, 
and who appears to have been totally ir- 
competent to exercise the functions of a 
general officer, Although so disgracefully 
disastrous, the effect of this affair waa to 
paralyze the aggressive operations of the 
Americans on the Niagara trontier, 


Meantime Harrison had received another 
check in his enterprise in the defeat of 
General Clay at Fort Meigs, on the River 
Miam, by the British under Proctor, who 
had laid geige to the fort, was surprised in 
his own works by the enemy, and with the 
help of the Militia and Indians blondered 
jatoa yictory, which he tarnished by su 
nncalled-for and precipitated retreat, with- 
out effecting the main object of his expe- 
dition, 

General Dearborn, wha now commanded 
on the Nisgara frontier, pushed forward a 
body of 3000 intantry, 9 pieces of artillery, 
and 250 cavalry, to dislodge General Vin 
cent, who, with a force of « little less than 
one-half that number, occupied Burlington 
Heights. A spirited night attack, planned 
and carried out by Lieut.Col. (late Sir John) 
Harvey, dispersed this force and captured 
its Generals, Another detachment of 600 
mén and 8 pieces of artillery surrendered 
to some 50 Militia soldiers and a few Tn 
dians, under the command of Lieut Fitz- 
gibbon, 
These partial successes and the appear- 
ance of the British fleet on Take Ontario 
reduced the enemy to the defensive, and 
cooped them up within # small space on 
the Niagara Hiver, while dari raids 
were made into their own territory by 
Lieut, Col. Clark, of tho Militia, and Lieut.- 
Col, Bishopp, of the regular service.— 
Meantime, Vincent's troops, numerically 
inferior to the Americans, but flushed with 
success, were preparing to try the issue of 
a general netion, when Sir George Prevost 
arrived in camp and turned the whole into 
‘a demonstration, aa sensoless and mischiey- 
ous ns the armistices, Harrison, on the 
Sandusky river, was enduavoring to wheel 
a force for the recovery of Michigan, and 
Proctor attompted again to paralyze his 
efforts by an attack on the American Fort 
at Lower Sandusky ; but, fortune tired of 
favoring a confirmed blunderer, deserted 
him on this occasion, and he was forced to 
rotire with «isgrace and loss therefrom. — 
The American Government had been col.

I took the 
notes and delivered them to the Assignee 
pursuant to the deed. Tliey were ‘endors- 
ed for our accommodation, no considera- 
tion was given to the endorsers, “Both 
wave value in goods; got no value for the 
composition notes, for 103 in the pound, 
except what is stated in the Deed of com: 
position; there was no notice calling the 
creditora:

cross-examination, he said Lloyd dirt not 
atrike Pettit while in the sitting-room. 

Srcon Asuvey, the next witness, corrob. 
orated the evidence of Thompson as to the 
row in the barroom, Witness suid during 
the fight bis doy und Pettit’s dog pitched 
into Lisyd and I separated them. © Lioyd 
came at me and I warned him not to. He 
persisted and I took this stick (displaying 
a good ’sized hickory cane) and walloped 
him. He came at me again, and I gaye 
hita another blow which he paid attention 
to, I wastledn putoutof the room. I was 
fined for what I did, 

This closed the case for the Crown. 

For the defence the ‘first witness called 
was : 

Mns. Evten Dorry sworo.—ls the wife 
of Mr, Duffy, tavern keeper. Pettit came 
into the sitting room. Miss Conolly, Yan- 
Allin, Lioyd, Geo. Spencerand Albert Ross 
were in the room. Lloyd did not strike 
Pettit inthe room. Lloyd had asked us to 
take something to drink; we refused, but 
said we would tuke some candies. Shortly 
after Lloyd went out as T supposed to get 
candies. 

Cross-examined by Mr, Coleman.—There 
was considerable drinking going on that 
night, being New-Year'snight. Lloyd was 
pretty merry. I was sitting with a cat on 
my Jap, rocking it. Lloyd did not leave 


illegal. In this case there was an Assignee 
living in Brockville, therefore, the Deed ot 
Composition was not legal, and Rowe 
Manhart & Co., liable for the whole vrigi- 
nal debt ; the relief not having been given 
to the debtor, by the composition deed and 
notes, there was no consideration given,and 
the endorsers not liable. 

Mr. Jellett argued that the deed and 
notes having been given, took it out of op- 
erations of the bankrupt law. When the 
notes were given, the Assignee went out of 
possession, and time was given; he got rid 
of the man in possession, got time, which 
was a consideration, and as there was a 
previous. indebtedness, it would hold the 
parties, - 

The Judge recommended that a verdict 
be taken for the Plaintiff with leave to 
move in Term. Verdict, $194 23c.

ASSAULT, 


Z, F. Lioyd was indicted for having on 
the Ist day of January last, assaulted and 
beat Selim Pettit. 

8. Petit, sworn,—I live in Smithyille 
Went to the Post Office on the Ist of Jan 
uary last, fora letter; went into, the room 
where the office is. kept; when I went in I 
saw prisoner and « girl sitting together as 
I wentin I met John Palliser and others 
coming out; Palliser took hold’ of me anc 
turnéd me round, when prisoner juniped up 
and strack we in the face, striking under 
Palliser’s arm; I went on, paid no uttention 
to him, having understood that he intended 
to whip me, I turned to go out when 
prisoner stood against the door, I passed 
out; he followed me into the bar-room and 
struck me again in the face; struck me foor 
times altogether, I asked him why he did 
it. He replidd be had a whipping laid up 
for me, and would give itto me now, He 
took off bis coat. [asked him what that 
was for. He said I didn’t swear right for 
him upon a horse case; he said if IT would 
say I wasas good anian as him, he would 
knock my head through the wall; he asked

me what [ had behind my back. » He then 
took outa good sized knife and swore he 
would cut my head off, split my back bone 
up, aud let out my g—ts. I appealed to 
Duffy for protection, Prisoner threw up 
his arm in the attitude of striking, when 
Palliser took hold of his arm, and in pull- 
ing it away got his hand cut. Mrs, Duily 
then came up and asked prisoner to be 
quiet, which he promised to do as she was 
a lady, He came up again and said I was 
a Good Templar, and that I must fight, treat 
the crowd or ran. I’ refused. “He then 
cuffed me on both sides of the face, and 
then hecame at me, and I struck him and 
knocked him away; he then came at me 
again and we hada tussel, I threw him, 
and he got my thumb in his mouth and my 
finger being uppermost, it pines into his 
eye; he then turned me, anc I got my 
thumb in his eyo, gave it a twist, aod he 
cried out, “ Will you all stand round and 
see me murdered.”

Duffy was not there ; Miss Conolly was there, 
He struck me before the girl went for the 
letter; I don't know whether Lloyd came 
outalone; [had no pistol; T haven small 
knife; [bod not the knife open, nor in my 
hands; Idd notatrike at him with the 
knife in my hands; gave as a renson for 
stopping, that I thought his eye was rang 
out Never told Albert Wicket, thataf the 
spring of my knife had been strong enough, 
I would have cut his jogular vein; koow 
John Gilchrist, never told hiro that he, wit 
ness, had a knife, and thacif Defendant had 


struck him, he would haye used it, Never 
told Orin Baldwin that Lloyd had bad me 
| fined for welling liquor, and he would have 
atiafnction 


Joux Pavnrsen, aworn,—Was prevent 
at Duffy's on the 1st of January ; mot Pot- 
| tit coming into the room, took him then, 
}and went out into the barroom, after 
| wards mot him in the bar room, whon Lloyd 
rao againet ua, Pettit said * Don'tdo th « 
Lloyd throw off his coat, and took hold 
| Pettit, and told him to get round the stove 
saw Lloyd take out bia knife; I took hold 
| of him y he jerked his hand away, and cut 
|my hand, I then went away and got my 
}band dressed; when I came baok, I saw 
them have hold of each other down on 
their kneos; they got up and Pettit struck 


the cliair while Pettit was in the room. 


Derraa Jane ConoLiy sworn.—Was at 
the tayern; Pettit cAme in and asked me 
if there was a letter for him, Lloyd was 
sitting there, Pettit said “Gond evening 
Mr. Lioyd,”” Lloyd tarned in his chair and 
said “1 don’t know you, Mr, Pettit. Lloyd 
did not strike Pettit in the sitting room. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Coleman.—I was 
eating candies when Pettit came in: I 
knew there was ne letter for Pettit. 


Jomx VANALLEN, sworn.—Was at Duffy's 
tavern, I was at the sitting room door 
when Petitt came out. Sam Lloyd came 
out; Albert Ross had hold ot Lloyd when 
he came out in fun. As they came slong, 
Lloyd kind of rubbed against Pettit. Don’t 
think it was done with any harm. Pettit 
struck up on Lioyd’sshonlder. Lloyd said, 
“don't do that again.” I saw Pettit have 
a knife in his hand. [ told Lloyd to be 
careful as Pettit bad a knife. Lloyd thea 
took off his coat and walked up to him with 
his knife anc said to Pettit, “if it’s knifing 
you want you can liave it.” 

Cross-examined by Mr. Coleman.—I have 
told I know of it. When Lloyd touched 
him, Pettit put out bis hand and touched 
him, telling nm to keep off. Don’t remem- 
ber ever saying to Mr. Ashley thatif Pettit 
had killed Lloyd he would have served him 
right, Don’t believe I ever said so. Did 
not tell anybody that Iwas out half, the 
time the row was going on. 

Abert Ross, sworn.—Corroborated the 
evidence of the previous witness, 

Axpert WickgTT, sworn, —Evidence was 
similar to that given by previous witness. 


Joun Gitcunist, sworn.—Know Pettit; 
saw him abouta month after the fight, he 
told me he had bis Knite out, and that he 
told Lloyd to keep off or-he would hurt 
him.

Dosttn, June 14.—The trial of the Fenian 
Walsh and a number of his companions,which 
has been in progress before the Special Com 
missioners’ Session, in Limerick, has resulted 
in the conviction of all the accused, The sup. 
posed Fenians who landed and were captured 
a short time ago at Dangarvon, were subse- 
quently taken to Waterford and confined in 
gaol there, This week they have been un- 
dergolng a preliminary examination, and the 
testimony given so far, shows that four of 
thom had served as officers in the United 
States army during the late rebellion. Yes- 
terday, while the priseners were being con- 
ducted from the court house to the gaol, in 
charge of a strong police force, a crowd of 
their sympathising friends gathered from all 
parts of the city, and made a fierce attack 
upon the guard with the intention of effecting 
arescue, A fight ensued, during which some 
thirty of the police escort were injured. One 
of the attacking party was killed, and six are 
known to have been wounded by the fire of 
the guard. The latter made a stout defence, 
and succeeded in safely depositing their pria- 
oners in the city prison, when the mob dis- 
persed.

If a piee> of clean 
brightiron be moistened by voreathing « 
few times onit, and then rubbed with this 
ore, it will become coated with « thin film 
of silver, Horn silver is as soft and tough 
under the knife as born itself, and will not 
dissolve in aquafortis (nitric acid.) 

5. Dark redailverore. Silver, antimony, 
and sulpltar, colour biack or dark crimson, 
when powdered, crimson. Before the blow- 
pipe melts, gives off antimony and sulphur 
and fuses to a bead of silver. Dissolves 
in heated nitric acid. 

6. Light red silver ore. Silver, arsenic, 
and sulphur, colour bright red, approach- 
ing scarlet. Before the blowpipe on 
charcoal giyes iumes of arsenic (distin- 
guished by a smell like that of leeks or 
onions, which also takes place when the ore 
coarsely powdered is thrown on x hot stove) 
and sulphur. 


There are also several other ores of silyer 
in which the pure metal varies from 85 to 
77 per cent, but whichi are so rare as to be 
valued chiefly as curiosities. 

T have not in the course of my practice 
found any of the above ores coming from 
the back country, though 1 have found 
native silver in small quantities on three 
seyeral occasions, in other minerals, from 
Belmont, Lake and Madoc. Silver, how- 
ever, exists in the ores of antimony, bis- 
muth, copper and lead, and when these 
metals begin to be worked, the percentage 
of silver will form an important part of the 


ing, and of course discoveries would be made 
much more sae while the action of the 
apparatus would enable the working miner to 
obtain the fruits of his labor, which are now 
beyond his reach. 

I may also remind you that the Government 
of South Australia, with wisd liberality.

cut with a knife, wherens the deceptive sub- 
stances brought to me are all, except the 
mica, hard enough to strike fire with steel. 
I should also mention that silver forms a 
constituent of the beautiful grey copper ore, 
brought by the Hon. Billa Flint from the 
township of Elzovir.

The poorest farms were 
lowered the least in proportion. 


Now sir, we believe we assessed the pro- 
perty at its value in accordance with the 
oath which we had taken, and if so you 
can see the injustice done to the poorest 
people of our Township. The Act says no 
change shall be made in the roll, unless 
under a complaint formerly made accord- 
ing to tho provisions of said Act; there- 
fore the Court proceeded contrary to law, 
which I argue makes the whole transaction 
illegal, so that if the people refuse to pay 
their taxes this year the Jouncil will have 
placed our Township in a bad position. 
In justice to the Reeve I must say he did 
all in his power to proceed legally in re- 
vising our roll instead of having the roll 
of 1866, copied.

The Curd Mill asa Means of 
Improv the Texture of

Dairymen are rather slow to adopt new 
notions, It is some three years ago that 
we suggested that the Cheddar shaped 
cheese be made at factories, since mom re- 
manerative prices would be obtained than 
from the old style of cheese at 120 to 150 
pounds weight, thencommonly made A 
few factories at first adopted our suggestion, 
and found ready sales for their cheese at an 
advanced ‘price, the majority, however, 
could not seo the advantages of the small 
size, and Cheddar shapes, until they found 
that the market would nottake their large 
cheese unless at reduced rates. A great 
many thousand dollars would have been 
saved to dairymen, liad they adopted our 
suggestion in the first"instance, but they 
waited and waited until doubly conyinced 
they were losing money and then made the 
change. 

In our addresses before the cheese con- 
ventions, we recommended the use of the 
curd mills at factories. -A .yery few may 
have introduced them, or proposed to do 
so, and yet tho majority of manufacturers 
scem to hesitute in regard to their utility. 
From our observations abroad in the manu- 
facture of Eoglish Cheddar cheese, we are 
convinced that the use of the curd mill 
and the English mode of salting, has much 
to do in securing that close, compact tex- 
ture which ischaracteristic of this style of 
cheese. When the curds are put to press 
for a short time, and then pissed through 
the curd mill and salted, a more uniform 
incorporation of the salt is effected, and 
cheese-makers can better regulate the pro- 
portion; since, by the American process, 
we can never know the quantity of whey 
in the curd, and thesalt carried off by that 
means in pressing. ‘There is no reliability, 
therefore, of the cheese being uniform by 
this process. 

The English cheese-makers say that if 
the curd issalted before being put in the 
hoops or ground in the curd-mill, the salt 
has the effect of giving a skin to each of 
the particles of curd it comes in contact 
with, which prevents them from intimately 
uniting and although the curd may be 
pressed together and become good cheese, 
yet it never becomes a close, smooth, solid 
mass like that which is first put to press, 
then ground in the curd-mill, and sulted, 
but is of a loose texture, and crumbles 
when cut. 


A great deal of our factory cheese is 
porous, and in consequence will not sell at 
top prices. The question of “what makes 
porous cheese” has been discussed over and 
over again, and still porous cheese contin- 
ues to be made, and it will continue to be 
made so long as manufacturers continue to 
adhereto old methods. 

If manufacturers will read our remarks 
on Cheddar cheeve making in the “ Report 
of tbe American Dairyman’s Association,” 
just issued, they will learn, in part, the 
method pursued by the Cheddar dairymen 
ot England for manufacturing their ngh 
priced cheese. 

Factories should introduce the curd milk 
at once, and improve the texture of their 
cheese, since good prices are to be main- 
tained only by an improvement in “the 
goods” manufactured.— Utica Herald,

Almost every tree or plant is infested 
with an injurious insect, peculiar to itself, 
which preys upon ita substance, and will, 
if in sufficient numbers, destroy its vitality, 
The hop, in sections intested with the hop 
aphia, 18 frequently either wholly or par. 
tially destroyed; when, by one or two 
thorough applications of tobacco water, by 
means of a force pump or garden engine, 
asthey commence their work, the whole 
aphis army might be swept away, When 
the vine is trained low, upon seven feet 
stakes and twine, a garden engine is uo 
necessary, 

‘Tobacco water will destroy the aphis, or 
plant louse. Gardeners find their green 
Tidus plants need to be submitted ton 
deluging of this wash occasionally, to place 
them ina condition to become healthy and | 
vigorous. When applied to fruit trees, if 
coarse waste tobacco is used, add one 
pound of copperas to five gallons of the 
wash, Plug tobacco contains copperas in 
quantities sufficient to kill any animal, who | 
has not accustomed himself, by slow de- | 
gros, to its use }

transported them across Lake Champlain 
| endeavored to push on towards Montreal at 
| the head of some 8,000 men, with ten pieces 
| of artillery, but was met at Chauteauguay 
| four corners by the gallant Colonel DeSala- 
berry and 300 brave French Ganadian 
Militia and completely repulsed, Obliged 
to tall back on Plattsburg, they were 80 
liarassed by their active axsailants that it 
| was fouod advisable to put them into win 
ter quarters. This, by fur the beat managed 
and most gallant action of war, delivered 
Lower Canada from fear of invasion by the 
| valley of the Champlain for this campaign. 

The American Secretary at war, finding 
that all his efforts to retain possession of the 
Western Peninsula were fruitless, determin- 
ed to suddenly withdraw all the forces fron 
the Niagara frontier, transport them to 
| Sackett’a Harbor, and from thence make a 
| descent on Kingston, After considerable 
| disenssion between himself and General 
| Wilkinson, it was determined, at the sug- 
gestion of the latter, to leave this post and 
} all others in Upper Canada in the rear, to 
| push for Montreal by way of the St. Law 
rence, and co operate with Hampton in his 
attack thereon, With this intention he 
embarked nearly 10,000 men or upwards of 
800 battesux, and escorted by n division of 
gunboats, dropped down the St, Lawrence 
on the 8rd November, and having made a 
portage aboye Ogdensburgh to avoid the 
guns of Fort Wellington, landed between 
3,000 aud 4,000 men at the head of the Long 
Sault rapids, on the Canadian shore. Here 
they were met ata place called Crysler’s 
Farm, by’ some 800 men, about half of 
which were regular troops, tue remainder 
Mihtia, under Lieut.-Col. Henry Morrison, 
Pearson and Plenchleate, und totally de- 
feated in one of the best fought and most 
scientific actions of the war. Close on this 
disaster came the news that Hampton had 
been obliged to look to his own satety, and 
place his troops in winter quarters, so that 
Montreal, thanks to DeSalaberry and the 
gullant French Canadians, had to be post- 
poned to a more favorable time. 

This foolisl and injudicious moyement 
haying terminated so disastrously for the 
Ameficans, the British were enabled to 
assume the offensive and drove them from 
fort George on the 10th December; but the 
general officer (McClure) commanding the 
United States army previous to the evacna- 
tion, barbarously set fire to the village of 
Newark, or Queenstown, depriving upwards 
of 400 women and children of shelter in the 
middle of a Canadian winter, although the 
scoundrel left the barracks, stores and 
quarters for troops, legitimate objects of 
destruction in warfare, standing and unin- 
jured. For this he pleaded the orders of 
the Secretary at War. In retaliation for 
this, Fort Niagara was surprisect on the 
18th December, and all the towns on the 
American frontier laid in ashes. 
Disastrous and disgraceful as the cam- 
paign of 1813 was to the British arms, its 
termination, so far as Canada was con- 
cerned, was entirely in tlicir fayor, and with 
all possible advantages which cculd be 
secured, : 

Great exertions had been made on both 
sides for the prosectition of the campaign 
of 1814. A new and energetic officer, Sir 
Gordon Drummond, had assumed the com- 
maud in Upper Canada towards the close 
of the last campaign, and operations were 
pushed on under his directions with vigor 
and celerity. In Lower Canada the defeats 
of Hampton and Wilkinson seem to have 
paralyzed the enemy, for beyond an at- 
tack ona block-house at Lu Colu, which 
resulted in their repulse, no effort uppeara

The enemy 1 immediately advanced 
on Chipewa, and were attacked by General 
Riall with a force numerically inferior, and 
alter severe loss inja prolonged contest was 
forced to fall back towards Burlington 
Heights, After an advance on Fort George, 
Genern!

Thus disgracefully terminated the 
attack on Platsburg, the success of which 
would have enabled the .ritisli to dictate 
peace in New -Yérk, On the ‘ifternoon of 
September 17th, the garrison of Fort Erie, 
numbering over 6,000. men, attacked the 
Britisti lines, hut, after'a ‘brave contest of 
three hours, were driven back With a loss 
of over 500 men, Four days afterwards 
General Drummond. raised, the siege, and 
fell back upon Chippewa, Sir James L. 
Yeo, after uch exertion, completed a new 
ship of & 100 guns, and this gave him such 
(led. preponderance on Lake Ontario 
ompel the Americana to. betake 
themselves to the security of Sackett’s 
harbor, and rendered any’ communication 
between their army dnd fleet impossible. — 
Under these circumstances General Browo 
was compelled to evacuate Fort Erie, which 
he did on the 5th November, having first 
destroyed all the works ut thatyport. This 
was the lust event of the campaign ; and, 
as far as Canada was concerned.of the war, 
peace being re-established by the treaty of 
Ghent, of which official intelligence reach- 
ed the Colonial Legislature on the Ist 
March, 1815. It isa remarkable circum- 
stance, and one of which the people of 
these Provinces may be justly proud, that 
at the close of this war the enemy were 
driven from every foor-hold inthe country, 
and not one rod of its territory reniained 
in his possession. Thus terminated, after 
a three years struggle, 4 contest unexam- 
pledin the annals of modern days fur the 
disproportion numerically, and in resources 
of the combatants. For the vigor and 
pertinacity of the resistance offered, and 
for the humiliating and disastrous defeats 
inflicted on the aggressors, who were ob: 
liged_ to retire from the contest without 
securing one of the objects far which this 
Unjost war was undertaken.

Who could retuse to fight when it was 
every gentleman’s wish to be ablé to boast 
that he had shothisman? There could be 
no good manners while it was considered 
a sign of courage and spirit to be quarrel- 
some. Attorney Generals and Chief Jus- 
tices fought duels, and as for burristers, 
they were always fighting. Grattan shot 
a Chancellor of the Exchequer; Curran 
fought an Attorney General ; and as for 
Lord Norbury, he fought half a dozen per- 
sons, ind as the phrase ran, “shot up into 
preferment.” In these pugnacious tines, 
pistols were generally kept at good inns, 
and the ghastly order used to be, “pistols 
for two and breakfust for one.” Sword- 
fights in the streets of Dublin were by ‘no 
means uncommon. Such an encounter ouce 
took place in St. Stephen's Green, hetween 
Fighting Fitzgerald and a man about.town, 
They sprang at cach other like game cocks; 
a crowd collected and a ring was formed. 
Irishmen appreciate a fight, “For God's 
sake part them, or they wil kill ove an- 
other,” cried a philanthropist among the 
bystanders, ‘No, no,” replied a grave 
men who stood next to him, “for heayen 
sake, let them fight Tt out, for then one will 
be run through, and the other’ hung for 
murder; so we shall get rid of two pests 
at the same time.” One of the greatest 
duelists in the South of Ireland,was a rascal 
named Hayes, whose nose was remarkable 
for « huje fleshy wart, at which his adver- 
Saries always aimed. A certain sian refas

Power whispered to his servant,anc 
quietly ate the potatoes, much to the scorr 

ful delight of the jokers. Just as he had 
finished his servant reappeared with two 
covered diahes, one of which he placed be 
fore his master, and one before the English 
man, When the covers were removed & 
loaded pistol was seen in each dish, Pow- 
er cocked his pistol with un atgry click, 
told his adversary to take up the other, 
saying that they wi at a nice distance for 
a close abot; and that if one tell, he would 
then give satisfaction fo the other, The 
Englishmen instantly fled from the roont, 
and Power then paid the bill, and left the 
place triumphant, Bryan Maguire was

appose you haye 4,000 poundy of 
bones, you need 4,000 pounds of ashes, 
(averaging 10 percent, of carbonate of pot 
ush,) 600 pounds of unslaked lime, and 
some 4,500 pounds, (52 gallons) of water, 
Dig a hole some two feet deep,large enough 
to receive the bones and one half of their 
volume besides; parallel to this, you dig 
another one, twenty-five per cent large 
both being filled with bones. First, slal € 
the lime and mix with your ashes, covering 
2,000 pounds of bones in the smaller one. 
Then it is filled with water and left, When 
it wets dry, add, continually, water enough 
to keep it wet. When-the bones crumble in 
your fingers, then take the whole mass out, 
and spread it over those bones in the sec- 
oud hole, leaving the decopmosition to go 
on. When this is done, let the mass dry; 
and to make it Gt for use, add peat powder 
or mellow garden soil until it is well dried 
and powdery. Lot it be shoveled over 
several times, and then apply to your fields, 

The pits used in this process must of 
course be dug in soil, to a great degree im 
pervious to water. Clayey soil will answer, 
if first sprinkled and then pounced, or 
may be “puddled” in a basin in any soil, 
anda water-tight pit be made, If the 
bones ure tolerably fresh, there will be lit 
tle loss of ammonia. We hi known the 
softening of the bones to be complete on a 
small scale.” —Ep. m. Agriculturist.

Cream ix Corp Weataen.—For some 
reason not yet known, cream skimmed from 
milk in cold weather does not come to but- 
ter, when churned, so quickly as that from 
the row in warm weather. Perhaps 
the peflicles which forfa the little sacks of 
bitter in the cream, are thicker ind tough- 
er, There is one method of obvisting 
this trouble in a great degree. Set the pan 
of milk on the stove, or insome warm 
place, as soon as strained, and let it remain 
until quite warm—some say, until a bubble 
or two rises, or until a scum of cream be-

‘Tur Srrirvep Buo.—Every gardener 
knows that this isa most destructive in- 
sect among melons, cucumber and other 
young vines, sometimes damaging the crop 
seriously. Many remedies have been svg- 
gested, some of them no doubt good in 
their way but troublesome. Now we have 
tried for several years another which has 
proved with us a complete success. Instead 
of aiming to drive away the insect by soot, 
ashes, &c., we pet it, or rather furnish it 
wich food better than the young melon and 
cucumber plaats, We sow around each 
hill at the time of each planting a few rad- 
ish seed, and coming up about the same 
time, the tops supply pasture for the bug 
which it much prefers to the vines. Let- 
tuce will also answer, but the radish is 
rather liked the best. While our vines are 
untouched by making this little provision 
for it, the young radish tops are complete- 


ly pertorated. We can reccommend the 
remedy with confidence.— Germantown 
Telegraph

Axnovr TomaTors.—We see some queer 
questions propounded by corresponilents in 
some of our exchanges. One mao asks 
how he is to cultivate a particular, or 
rather what is put forward asa new kind 
of tomato, or potato or strawberry, just as 
if there was any essential difference. Ano- 
ther asks the experience of growers of the 
Tilden tomato, and in a week or two after 
he is answered by some one who states that 
he first procured a paper of seed at a seed 
store—took it home, opened it, examined 
the seeds, sowed them in a hot-bed, and 
set the plants outin the open ground when 
they had grown large enongh and. the 
oe season had arrived. The Cook’s 

‘avorite and Feejee were treated in the 
same way as the Tilden, but the Tilden 
came two weeks earlier than the others, 
bore all the season, and was of good quali- 
ty, but the Feejees were the best. Now 
there Js no information in all this except 
the superiority of the Feejees, which we 
cordially agree to, ‘This latter tomato, in 
our judgment, isthe only one that we have 
seen really distinct from the others, It is 
of « different color and taste. The Tree to 
mato is distinct in habit, and more acid 
than most of the others and is not likely 
to be cultivated except on account of this 
habit, which is rather singular. We have 
found all kinds to be nearly equally pro- 
ductive. A friend tells us that by selecting 
perfect specimens of the old red variety 
and selecting again the best of that | 
duct, he has raised a tomato not only larger 
than the Tilden bot earlier and equally 
solid.
